We, the Board of Superintendence of Dutlin Hospitals, have 
the honour to submit to your Excellency this our Second Aumial 
Report. 

During the past year ive have carefully inspected the several 
hospitals in this city which receive Parliamentary grants. These 
are — 

1. The Westmoreland Look Hospital. 

2. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz. : — 

a. The Hardwicke Pever Hospital. 

b. The Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

c. The Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

3. Steevens’ Hospital. 

4. The Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary. 

5. The Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

6. The Rotundo Lying-in Hospital. 

7. The Coomhe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. The St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital ; and 

9. The Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion of 

the Concordatum Fund. 



On these occasions we made careful inq[uiries respecting the 
state and condition of each institution, its management, extent of 
accommodation, and sufficiency for the class, or classes, of patients 
for which it is intended. We examined the wards and other parts 
of the buildings, to observe their condition, and the care and atten- 
tion bestowed on the patients by the officers and servants. We 
have since issued the Circular (No. 1), Appendix, re(puesting such 
further information and suggestions as the Governors of each insti- 
tution might he induced to offer in respect to it ; and we give in 
the Appendix (No. 2), the replies received from them. 

When making these inspections we were accompanied by some of 
the Governors, and by the medical and other officers.

The Westmoreland Lock Hospital.

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Report of tfw Board of Dublin Hospitals. 

The construction of the 'vvater-closets appeared to us so defective 
Aat we thought it right to address a Circular to the Resident 
Pliysicians and Managers of the District Lunatic Asylums in 
Ireland, having been informed by the Architect of the Board of 
1 ublic M^orks that closets of similar construction had been erected 
in them, and being desirous to learn the result of their experience 
The information received in the replies to our Circular has so fully 
confirmed the opinion we had previously formed on this subject, 
that we think it right to express a hope that yom- Excellency will 
not give your approval to the works executed' in this hospital until 
properly constructed water-closets shall have been erected. In 
Appendix (No. 5), we give the Circular above referred to, and the 
replies received. 

The House of Industry Hospitals. 

We found those hospitals in good order, and the patients well 
attended to. The ventilation of the Hardwicke and Whitworth 
was very good, hut that of the Richmond rather defective, as the 
position a,nd the construction of the building scarcely admits of per- 
fect ventilation. 

One thousand seven hundred and twenty-nine patients were 
treated in the Hardwicke F^ver Hospital during the year; 1,241 
in the Whitworth Medical Hospital; and 1,434 in the Richmond 
Surgical Hospital, making a total of 4,404. The mortality in the 
first was 8-53 per cent, on the number treated to a termination; in 
the second, 9-64 per cent. ; and in the third, 2-71 per cent. 

The total number of, deaths in the institution was 289, Which 
was 6-33 per cent, on all treated to a termination, namely, on all 
that were discharged and that died. 

The average daily, number in the Hardwicke during. the year 
was 814; in the Whitworth, 754; in the Richmond, 1054; total 
262 ^. . 2 . . 

The highest number in the Hardwicke hospital, 97, was in April, 
the lowest, 64, in September ; the highest in the Whitworth; ,79; was 
in June, the lowest, 71, in March; the highest in the Richmond, 
108, was in September, the lowest, 96, in November. 

The average time spent by patients . in the first hospital was 
17-|'j days; in the second, 22i; and in the third, 26^. 

These returns show that the beds in the Whitworth and Rich- 
mond hospitals were fully occupied during the year, and those of 
the Hardwicke two-tliirds occupied. 

The registration of patients has been well kept in each hospital, 
since the first of January, 1858, when the new registry was adopted. 

As the funds for the support of these hospitals are contributed 
by Government, applicants are admitted without any recommenda- 
tion, and merely from being considered, on examination by the 
medical attendants, to be fit objects for hospital treatment. This 
arrangement is attended with many advantages, as on any sudden 
attack of serious disease the patient is admitted without that loss 
of time which often occurs when the friends of a sick person, espe-

oially if strangers in Dublin, have to apply to hospital Governors 
for an admission order. 

The Governors have made considerable improvements in each of 
these hospitals, which will much tend to the benefit of the natients 
and also to the better inaiiagemeiit of the institution. ^ ’ 

The straw depot which was under the Hardwicke Hosnital for 
many years has been removed to a safer place; a new lamidrvhas 
been erected in a more appropriate situation; the general kitchen 
has been much improved, and a considerable plot of open irro3 
previously used as a kitchen-garden, has been converted into a 
place of recreation for such of the patients of the Whitworth and 
Richmond hospitals as are able to avail themselves of it a mattpr 
of no mean importance in hospital arrangements. The convalescent 
patients of the Hai-dwicke Hospital have a similar advantage. 

SfEEVEHs’ HoSPITAt. 

We found this hospital in a very satisfactory state 2 913 
patients were treated m it during the year, the daily averaee num- 
ber being 201 . The behest number, 228, was iii Jaiiuarv the 
lowest, 182, m July. The mortality was 2-12 per cent, on the 
iiumher treated to a termination.

infirmary patients in hospital averaged 22 days, that of the fever 
cases, 19| days. 

During the past year some important improvements have been 
made in the theatre of this hospital. A commodious gallery has 
been erected, which will permit a large extension of the library and 
museum. The expense of this erection has been defrayed from the 
ordinary funds of the hospital, and is not charged on the Govern- 
ment grant. 

We have noticed the advantages of free admission for the sick 
into the hospitals of the House of Industry and into Steevens‘ Hos- 
pital. It is right to state here that, so far as the admission to the 
fever wards is concerned, the rule in the Meath Hospital is, and has 
always been, similar to that of the institutions above-mentioned. 
We are also informed that, with respect to the chronic, medical, 
and surgical wards, ad mission is never refused to any case of illness, 
even though the patient had not obtained a recommendation from 
a subscriber— -conditionally that there be a vacancy, and that the 
case is one which requires hospital treatment. 

We hope soon to be able to report an increase of accommodation 
for the class of infirmary medical patients in this hospital, 

The Cork-stbebt Fever Hospital. 

This hospital contained sixty-eight patients when we inspected 
it, and was in very good condition, the Wards clean, well-ventilated, 
and the patients apparently well attended. 

The registration of patients is now well kept. 1,561 were treated 
in the year. The average daily number was 72 ^ ; the highest, 97, 
was in April; the lowest, 62, in September. ^ The mortality was 6 
per cent, on the number treated to a termination. The average 
number of days spent by the patients in hospital was seventeen. 

On examlniug the income and expenditure, we intimated to the 
Governors, who attended on the occasion of our visit, that the cost 
of the establishment was high, when compared with that of other 
hospitals of a somewhat similar class ; and we are in correspondence 
with them On that subject, with the view that the expenditure on 
that head may he reduced, if practicable. 

We stated in our last Report that alterations were requisite, in 
respect to the present arrangements for the admission of patients, 
the election of physicians, and clinical instruction, in this hospital, 
and that we tvere in correspondence with the Managing Com- 
mittee on these points. 

Two resident medical pupils have since been appointed, by 
which the admission of patients at all hOnm, and the frequent 
supervision of these pupils over the hospital inmates, are insured. 

The Managing Committee have advertised, that students will be 
permitted to attend courses of clinical instruction in the hospital, but 
none have yet offered, partly, because it is rather remote from the 
Medical Schools, and partly because the attendance on a special 
hospital is not recognised by the medical exainiiiing authorities.

diseases by which this class was affected is given in the Appendix 
(No. 7.) 

The Governors found it necessary to refuse admission to labour 
patients for a short period, in consequence of some cases of puerperal 
fever having appeared in the hospital. Such an occurrence proves 
the necessity of arrangements for affording extern attendance, which 
was given to 339 patients during the year. The result is favourable 
to such attendance, as there was no death amongst those extern cases. 

Some arrangements -which were made by the Governors in res- 
pect to the establishment of a branch hospital appearing not to be 
in accordance with the intention of Parliament in granting those 
funds, we intimated our opinion to that effect, on which the Gover- 
nors informed us that they had determined to discontinue their 
connexion with the hospital in question. 

It is satisfactory to he able to report that this institution con- 
tinues to give valuable assistance to poor lying-in women in a 
district which greatly required it-, and that it affords considerable 
advantages in forwarding medical education in the department of 
midwifery and in diseases of women and children. 

St. Mask’s Ophthalmic Hospital. 

We found this institution in a most satisfactory state. During 
the year, 194 patients were treated in it. No death occurred. The 
duration of the patients averaged 25| days. 

The registry of patients is well kept. 

The Governors’ last Annual Report gives a satisfactory account 
of this hospital, showing that in the year ended 1st October, 1857, 
145 patients — 78 males and 57 females— were treated in it; that 
2,043 new patients received advice and medicine, and. that 190 
operations were performed for diseases of the eye and ear. Many 
of the cases that were operated on came from distant parts of 
Ireland. 

We give in the Appendix (No. 8), copies of tables, -which sho-sv, 
first, the diseases of 138 patients treated in the hospital during 
the year ; secondly, those for which operations were performed ; 
and, thirdly, the classification of the diseases treated as externs at 
the hospital dispensary during the year. 

The hospital Accommodation is 20 beds, but the daily average 
number occupied during the year was only 14. 

Hospital bob, Inoubables. 

We found this Institution in excellent order, the wards clean, 
and the patients’ comforts evidently well attended to. The num- 
ber in the hospital when we visited it was 68 ; there -were 82 
vacant beds. 

The number of patients under treatment during the year was 
93; the deaths 22: the mortality in the number under treatment 
was 23-61 per cent.; on the number treated to a termination, 88 
per cent. The average time spent by patients in hospital was 
274 days.

Dr. Steevens’ Hospital, 

7th December, 1858. 

Sir, — In reply to your communication of the 5th Ifovember, instant, I am 
directed by the Governors of this Hospital to inform you that they have recently 
improved the ventilation of the north and east sides of the house, by means of 
perforated plates inserted in the masonry beneath the level of the flooring of 
the wards, coiTesponding plates being fixed in the flooring itself; and also by 
having new sashes double-hung, the old ones, which were quite decayed, having 
only one-half of tlie sash movable. The Governors have also introduced perfo- 
rated zinc panes in the top sashes, which will greatly tend to improve the sanitary 
condition of the wui’ds. The fronts, above referred to, have also been cemented 
in Portland cement, which will repel the damp, formerly imbibed by the open 
rubble masonry of the walls, badly protected by dashing. Those improvements 
have been effected at a cost of upwards of =£700. 

I beg also to enclose a Report from the School Committee.

The Medical School has now been open twelve months, and has given general 
satisfaction to the students and the public. Since last Report a Curator has 
been appointed to take charge of the Museum and Library, imd to rnake such 
additions to the former as may be required. To meet a recent alteration in the 
Charter of the London College of Surgeons, Mr. Grimshaw, f.r.c.s.i., has been 
appointed Surgeon Dentist to the Hospital and Professor of Dental Surgery in 
the Medical School; and a full course of instruciion on that subject vnW be given 
by him during the present session.
